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REMARKS 



In response to the Final Office Action mailed on December 1 1 , 2007, 
Applicants respectfully requests reconsideration. Claims 1-3, 10, 12-15, 17-24, 
27, 30-32, and 39 are now pending in this Application. Claims 1-3, 10, 12-15, 17- 
24, 27, 30-32, 39 have been indicated as being in condition for allowance. In this 
Amendment, claims 41 - 43 have been cancelled. Applicants believe that the 
claims as presented are in condition for allowance.
